NORTH STAR HITS FLOAT. | 


| Steamship for Portland Has to Land 
Passengers After a Collision. 

Within a few mintites after" leaving 
her pier at the foot of Coenties Slip, 
Bast River, at 5:20 Jast night, the 
steamship North Star of the Maine 
Steamship Company, with 225 passen- 
Sera, bound for Portland, collided with 
& steel float loaded with care in tow 
of tug 22 of the New. York. Central 
Railroad, and réceived such damage 
to her bows that she had to put back 
and land her passengess. 

In order to avoid hitting a tug tow- 

ing several barges down stream, it 
was ‘stated, the pilot of the North Star 
altered his course; When the tug tow- 
ing the steel float, which was bound to 
the West Shore Railroad deck at Wee- 
hawken, cameé into sight astern of the 
other tow, he put his helm hard over. 
Hugh H. Casey, the skipper of tug 22, 
stopped, but the tide swept the float 
dewn on to the North Star ¢nd on. 
The tmpact bent tack the steamers 
bows for over a foot, and, smashing a 
big hole in her plates, opened them up 
‘ight to the water Tine. 
' According to Roy Atwell, the actor, 
and his manager, F. T. Pullen, who 
wete st#nding on the hurricane deck 
at the time of the collision, there was 
very little excitement among the pas- 
sengers, although five or six women 
becamé nervous and one had a fit of 
hysterics until she was calmed by Mr. 
Atwell and Capt. Lewis and the officers 
of the ship. A few of thé passengers 
came up with life preservers in their 
hands, but were easily reassured. 

After an examination it was decided 
that it would not be safe to risk the 
North Star.on.her way to Portland. 
A rough.séa might come up, and that 
would be dangerous. j 

The water had poured into the for- 
ward compartment below, but was held 
in check by the bulkhead. ‘A number 
of tugs immediately came alongside to 
offer their assistance, but she was in 
no danger of sinking. 

On arrival at*the pier the passengers 
were not allowed to leave the North 
Star for forty minutes, and then they 
were told that they could either have 
their money refunded on Monday miorn- 
ing or g6 on to Portland by the com- 
pany’s steamer Old Colony. No money 
was refunded last night. Capt. Lewis 
said that the North Star would go to 
dry dock to-day to ascertain how 
much damage had been done her.

CHICAGO, Aug. 26.—Prospects for a 
peaceful eettlenient of the dispute be- 
tween the Federation of Shopmern on the 
Harriman sys and the railroad offi- 
Clals are now much more favoraule than 
they have been at any time.\.J, W. Kline, 
International President of the Kallruad 
Blacksmiths’ Union, declared to-day that 
he now has reason to hope for a happy 
end of the difficulty. 

Julius Kruttschnitt, Vice President of 
the Harriman fines, sent a telégram to 
Mr. Kline to-day in which, he agreed to 
Meet in San Franciseo.on Sept. 2 the In- 
ternational Presidents of the five unions 
meluded in the federation and try to 
reach some common ground of agreemeiit. 

“In a way. we may regard this as a 
Victory, or at least as a very hopeful 
sign,’’ said Mr, Kline. “‘I believe as Mr. 
Kruttschnitt goes westward he will find 
that the situation among the shop .em- 
ployes is more serious than he now thinks. 

“The fact that Mr. Kruttschnitt has 
agreed to meet us on the very scene of 
the trouble where he can see with his 
own eyes how strained the relations be- 
tween employer and employes really is, 
leads me to hope that he will be willing 
to make concessions. 

“The resolute stand of the officiais 
against the federation comes more, I be- 
lieve, from a misapprehension of the real 
conditions than any desire to be ob- 
gtinate or cruel. They do not want a 
strike any more than we do, and a strike 
is the last thing in the world I want to 
see.”’ 

The vote for a strike, unless the road 
recognises the federation, has so far been 
practically unanimous on the Harriman 
lines, Mr. Kline added.

“the samé result. In f the reasons 
for assuming a contrary result lie in 
“the differences of the cases. The rea- 
“gon that the British strike succeeded, 
measurably, is the fact that the strik- 
ers were satisfied with a qualified rece 
ognition, and they also hada genuine 
grievance that our men lack. At pres- 
~. ent our men would not be satisfied with 
negptiations between the managers of 
the various railways and their own ém- 
ployés, which the British strikers ac- 
cepted. Our men want recognition of 
a centralized union, representing sev- 
eral trades in one organization, through 
officials who. may not be employés of 
> any railway. Moreover, recognition has 
an implication of non-recognition . of 
any but unionists.” It is not so written, 
Dut the discrimination practiced ‘by 
uriionists against non-unionists es shop-

THE WAY OF GERMANY. 

Whatever:may be the outcome of the 
differences that have arisen tin HBurope 
over the disposition of Morocco, we 
think that there are unmistakable 
signs that confidence in the consist- 
ency, candor, and reasonableness of 
German policy has been considerably 
shaken. 

We are far from imputing to the Ger- 
man Government all the responsibility 
for the unfortunate agitation that has 
taken place. The conduct of France 
and Spain in Morocco has not been pru- 
dent or wholly in accord ‘with the letter 
or the spirit of the act of Algeciras. 
Steps have ‘been taken so clearly be- 
yond, if not contrary to, the terms of 
that act, that they should have been 
submitted, at the earliest moment, to 
the judgment of, at least, the chief sig- 
natories of the act. And these signa- 
tories, particularly Great Britain, would 
have done well to watch these steps 
mors closely, and to see that the har 
mony proposed and provided for at Al- 
geciras was guarded as effectually as 
possible. Nor should the- statesmen of 
Burope have ignored the fact that.the 
question of Morocco is intimately en- 
tangled with the whole African ques- 
tion, and that the latter, with its crazy- 
quilt location of possessions, protecto- 
rates, and spheres of influence, de- 
mands the most careful and forbeiring 
treatment. Fmally, we recognize, and 
the Governments of Wurope ought 
clearly to recognize, that the German 
}Government, a® the representative of 
the German Nation, may rightly claim 
a larger and better opportunity for the 
satisfaction of legitimate desire for ex- 
pansion than has hitherto been granted.

The Duty on Lace Pins’of Gold Is Re 
duced—Other Tariff Decisions. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers yesterday upheld a protest 
filed by Dieckerhoff, Raffloer & Co. re- 
garding the classification of lace pins of 
gold. The merchandise consists of steel 
shafts plated or washed with gold, and 
plate or glass heads of various colors. 
They are mounted, on. cards, and are 
bought and sold by the gross cards. 

The value of these pins being less than 
20 cents per dozen pieces they were classi- 
fied by the Collector as jewelry, and duty 
assessed at the rate of 60 per cent, ad 
valorem. The claim relied upon by the 
importers is that the merchandise is 
dutiable at 45 per cent.’ ad valorem as 
Manufactures of metal or glass. Judge 
Stiarretts, who writes the decision for the 
board, reaches the conclusion that the 
Claims are well founded, and sustains 
thé contention for duty at 45 per cent. 
Collector Loeb’s decision is reversed.

Crowds Watch. Prandpianting to Allow. 
for Widening 42d Street. 

An example of tree preservation was 

given by the Park Department yester- 
day in Bryant Park, and the operation 
Was watched with keen interest by sev- 
eral hundred spectators during the early 
part of the afternoon. Three young plane 
trees, having a growth of from ten to 
twelve years, which stood near the iron 
railing bordering the. Forty-second Street 
Bide of the park, weré carefully taken 
up and replanted in moist earth a few 
feet back of their former abiding place. 
* It Was necetsary to remove the trees 
im order to allow for the widening of the 
stfeet, as the sidewalk along the Forty~- 
second Street side of Bryant Park is to 
be lopped off seven and one-half feet, 
and this means that the iron railing must 
gO back just that far within the park. 
The dimensions: of the park, therefore, 
will be reduced by a width of seven and 
one-half feet for half the block from Sixth 
to Fifth Avenue.

AN IMPORTANT STANDARD. 


Sotid Motor Tires Recelve Attention 
of Automobile Engineers. 


The advantage of bringing about.a con- 
dition of interchangeability between dif- 
ferent makes of solid motor tires-is ob- 
vious. To reach such a condition has 
been a complex and somewhat difficult 
matter by reason of inherent elements in 
the development of rims or attaching 
means-for either solid or pneumatic tires. 
It took a long time to reach a standard 
of dimensions and tolerance for the solid 
or one-piece rim for pheumatic tires; it 
was brought about by a long ‘cut-and-try 
method. 

It will be recalled that *in ‘the case of j, 
so-called detachabié ‘rims ..for pneymatic} 


debate by Varidus ofgantzations—mechan- 
ical, patent and business points being in- 
volved. In the next. development of a 
means for attaching pneumatic tires to 
motor vehicle wheels—that is,’ demount- 
ablé rims—the same situation arose, (in- 
cidentally the Society of Automobile En- 
gineers if now working toward. bringing 
about a standardization of the essential 
dimensions in this connection.)

“Tt is expressly understood that no 
material othér than rock fill shall be 
dumped in any portion of this work, @x- 
cepting that after the rock fill roadway 
hereinbefore described has reached a 
height of not more than eighteen inches 
bélow the level of the flooring of the 
West 120th-Street pier, soft earth fill may 
be deposited thereon. 

“In the 600-foot section hereinbefore 
mentioned, and in the section extending 
parallel with the West 129th Street’ Pier, 
the deposit of rock fill shall be so carried 
on that the top of the unfinished embank~- 
ment shall be approximately level, and 
of the full width at all times, as nearly 
as may be secured without unusual care, 
in proportion to its distante above or be- 
low Mean low water; that is, in depositing 
the rock fill from scows or by derricks, ho 
‘unusual work of making the front and 
rear slopes will be required. ‘The top 
width of fifteen feet at a grade of ten 
feet above mean low water, will be staked 
out.at sufficient intervals by the Depart. 
ment of Docks and Ferries as required.” 

The Pittsburg Contracting Company ac- 
cepted the conditions imposed by the com. 
mission for dumping their material on 
July 28. Before that, on May 8, the Com- 
missioner began the actual filling in by 
notifying the city through the City Reo- 


‘Tord, that a-free rock dump liad been 


opened.at 129th Street and Hudson River.

One 
day certain. .contractors who had to do 
the work of digging the new water supply 
tunnel came to me for permission to sink 
shafts in.the city parks. It wag.work 
that had to be done, so I struck a bargain 
with them. 

“I told them I would. give them the. per- 
mits if they. would let me have the. rock 
they excavated.- When I outlined my 
plan ‘they even ‘agreed to cart the rock 
to the dump. Rock is mote valuable than 
earth, but it meant something: to them to 
get rid of ‘it easily and cheaply. ' When 
the question of filling’ in the;river to 
the bulkhead line came up. from time .to 
time there was’ Always: the question of 
how the city could’ get around: the tre- 
quirement of the Federal Government that 
no material must be dumped into the 
river except behind a rock embankment. 
I readily saw, when I lookéd over the 
situation, that the embankment’ would 
have to be built first. The rook from the 


subways and the water tunnel, it oc+ 


curred to me, would be the very. thing, 
Now; we will build the embankment,’ at 
no cost’ to thé city, and.after that plenty 
of material will be found to dump be- 
hind the wall and complete the park ex- 
pansion. 

“Of course, I realized that it would not 
do to go at the proposition in a haphazard 
fashion; that the whole improvement from 
beginning to end would have to be logical.

driveways: -The width of the tracks is 
about sixty-six feet, .and the ground to 
be reclaimed comprises stretches of from 
150 to 250 feet more, so that a very large 
area will be added to the park as it now 
exists. The plans also provide for béauty 
effects in. the design of piers. While new 
piers will be extended from the new bu!k- 
head line, others Will.be constructed in 2 
different manner to provide room for 
historic ships, such as the Half-Moon, «c. 
The. river will. be .deep .enough at this 
point, ‘and there will be room enough to 
ide for large. Vessels, like the Olympic, 
tobe accommodated longitudinally. 

“Te Is the. present intention *to utilize 
the roof. space over the railroad tracks 
for athletic grounds, such as baseball dia- 
monds, tennis Courts, and football fields. 
There will be plenty of room for this pur- 
pose, and. it is my theory. that provision 
ought t6*be made in all the parks for the 
poor to. be taken care of and given oppor- 
tunities “for recreation. 

‘he work of filling. in. ought to take 
In that time the water 
mand. certain sections of the sub- 
ways will be completed. There. ought to 
be endugh rock excavated in this time to 
complete the retaining wall, and the mat- 
ter of filling in the intervening space wil! 
not take mueh.longér. In fact, in order 
to take advantage of the dirt which will 
be excavated from the subways, the fil!- 
ing-in process will be taken care of as 
fast as sections of the wall are built. 
Other Commissioners have tried to solve 
this problem of Riverside Park improve- 
ment; but so far as I know this attempt 
I am now making is the first actual start 
that has been made.to carry the plans to 
completion. To judge of the value of 
these improvements all one has to do is to 
look “over the. present. unsightly condi- 
tions everywhere along the water front in 
the park."

Mayor on» my recent-trip through the 
parks with him, and .he seemed to be 
in complete. concord. .Why should that 
magnificent driveway, the Speedway, be 
reserved ‘for the. exclusive use ofa few 
horsemen? Jt is one of the grandest 
driveways in the whale city; in fact there 
are few like it-In the world. As it stands 
now, it. is'a closed. thorotghfare to the 
teeming millions who ought to be allowed 
to appreciate all its;beauties. The Speed- 
way extends'along the Harlem River from 
155th to Dyckmah Street, the whole length 
of one of the most beautiful parks any- 
where—High Bridge Park. ‘It, was built 
oyt of dity funds mainly. to provide work 
during the panic: times of °1908 for thou- 
sands of the poor. It is. used orily in 
a desultory manfer, mainly to provide 
pleasure for a few people who have other 
resources for entertainment. It also costs 
money .to keep it up, and the general 
public gets little benefit from it. Turned 
into a driveway forall classes of people 
it will furnish one of the most delightful 
drives in .the city. -By the expenditure of 
very little money {t can be made into the 
same kind of a highway as. Riverside 
Drive. 

“Owing to. the pectiiar formation of 
Manhattan Island it is hard to provide 
sufficient. driveways through our ~mag- 
nificent. system of parks. If a person 
desires to take a long automobile or 
carriage trip, he has to go and come the 
same way, by way of Riverside’ Drive. 
My plan is to make a parkway out of 
upper Seventh Avenue, one of the widest 
in the city, and thus afford communica- 
tion from Central Park to the Speedway. 
With the $250,000 I have been given .to 
improve Seyénth Avenue, I can turn it 
into a magnificent drive,. In fact, that is 
already being done,‘ I intend to plant 
many trees in the centre of the avenue 
throughout its whole upper length and 
provide benches most of the way. 

“ At 150th Street the viaduct provides 
a ‘short and sati tory cut-over for 
vehicles, to. reach way. Under 
the overhanging cliffs of Highbridge 
Park, under High Bridge and Washington 
Bridge, two of the most beatiful struc- 
tures imaginable, the Speedway extends

fayette Boulevard, and there is the high- 
way for the return trip. from Central 
Park. Nothing better than this could 
be desired. From either Dyckman or 155th 
Street it is easy to reach thé Moshula 
Boulevard to Bronx or Van Cortlandt 
park. 

“The Speedway retaining. wall along 
the Harlem River was built partly of 
wood, and portions of it have already 
given way. I have been allowed $110,000 
to spend on reconstructing this wall, and 
that will be one of the first things I 
shall do, The new wall will be.of cement 
or stone, and it will last.. Now here is 
where I have made arrangeménts to im- 
prove the surface of the Speedway, with- 
out spending very much of the’ city’s 
money. In Highbridge Park a contract- 
ing company has sunk a shaft for work 
on the water tunnel and a big stone 
crusher has been set up. I have made 
arrangements with this company to sup-, 
ply enough erushed stone to lag a surfaesy 
on the Speedway in order to: Make it Tit 
for automobiles and carriages. Of course, 
there will be ‘a top dressing, the same 
as on the roads that are being. recon- 
structed in Central Park. The contracting 
company will furnish this stone free, as 
it provides them a means to get rid of it, 


“Under the present plans I am able to 
go ahead with the improvements without 
asking the city for any more money, Later 

jon, of eourse, when thé finishing touches 
era to be added, an appropriation will 
have to be asked for, but by that time the 
officials ean see actual results and ‘get a 
comprehensive grasp of What the improve- 
ments mean. The Speedway belongs to 
the people, and the people: should be. al- 
lowed to use it. That propesition. is sim. 
ple enough, isn’t it? 

“There is some. doubt as to how we 
can take possession of the Speedway, and 
this is being gone into now. I have been 
informed that a special_act of the Legis- 
lature will be required to change it from 
its present form, but the Mayor does not 
think that this will be necessary.

“That was all he ‘would tell me about 
this. most terrible affair, and the world 
will never know the-.whole truth. The 
Hmperor was asked by the Austrian peo- 
ple to disclose the facts about the fate 
of the Crown Prince; but he absolutely 
refused to do’so, and incurred great un- 
popularity in consequence, 

“ All sorts of stories were current, but 
my belief is that certain disclosures were 
made to Rudolph in order to prove that 
an insurmountable barrier existed between 
Marie Vetschera and himself and that any 
affection between them as lovers was 
impossible. 

"I fancy he told her this at Meyerling, 
and, perhaps, overexcited with . cham- 
pagne and half maddened by the horrt- 
ble thing revealed to her, the unfortunate 
woman attacked Rudolph with a bottle 
and dealt him some murderous blows on 
his head and face. She was then, in all 
probability, shot down when the other 
members.of the party realized what had 
happened, 

** However, as I have already said, the 
exact truth never will be known, * John 
Orth’ was.in the secret, but it has béen, 
on the whole, well kept, and the mys- 
tery remains a mystery.”

For some time this country has. heard 
of Bergson, the brilliant philosopher of 
the College de France, but in spite of 
Prof. William James’s warm commenda- 
tion it is only recently that we woke to 
a realization of the fact that this same 
Bergson was in fair way to revolutionize} 
our ways of thinking. In Europe he a 
already an enormous following. 

In every department of human energy, 
his influence has been felt. It is Bergson. 
who may. be called the great force back | 
of the Modernist movement in Catholic 
France. It is Bergson who is the prophet 
of gne band of Socialists.° There is the 
Bergson influence in art, in literature, in 
music. He himself, belonging to no 
school, has been seized upon by men of 
widely divergent views as the guiding 
spirit of their speculations. 


The truth of it is that Bergson has come

He 
flies up to the sun indeed and ‘sings 
sweetly, and there is about his alert fig- 
ure, his brilliant dark eyes, liils “quick, 
nervous ways-and his slender delicacy 
much that suggests a bird. . 

He looks Iike.a prophet, or at least what 
we like to imagine prophets should be. 
His eyes are intense and burning beneath 
his fine brows and there is sweetness as 
well as fifmness in his mouth. 

To this exceptionally pleasing “person- 
! ality there is added a style of quite re- 
markable clearness and beauty and an 
unusual. gift of eloquence. He lectures

The thought of Henri Bergson expresses 
what the hearts ef young people have 
been feeling for some time. This. ac- 
counts in part for the enthusiasm with 
which he has been heard, but there is in 
his case the added power of an &xcep- 


Mr. Bergson comes, like most great 
philosophers, from the race that has 
always furnished prophets to the world. 
His delicate face is of the most.spiritual 
Jewish type. Like the Jewish prophets, 
too, is the vein of mysticism which runs 
side by side with the clear-cut thinking 
of the man of science. 

He was born in France and is in man- 
ner quite typically -~French, exceedingly 
courteous, always ready in the midst of 
his many duties to welcome strangers and 
to assure them of his appreciation of the 
admiration and gratitude they sometimes 
come many hundreds of miles to express. 
He speaks English, however, with a. flu- 
ency that comes of several years’ resi- 
dence across the Channel, and it is said 
that some of his family came from Eng- 
dand.

He is the greatest of the thinkers who

| of philosophy, the problem of the relation 
of mind to matter. There have been in 
general three ways of approaching this 
problem. 

First there is the materialistic way. Its 
explanation is to say that mind ts simply 
a manifestation of matter, just as shadow 
follows light, or as foam is on the water, 
or as noise may accompany action, but 
is not the cause of it. 

Then there is the idealistic way of ap- 
proaching the question. This says that 
matter is simply a figment or imagina- 
tion of mind. We assume an outer worll 
which, as a matter of fact, does not exist. 
A’third scheol declares that both mind 


to explain how it is possible to account 
for their co-existence. 

Materialism gained great vogue through 
the wonderful advance of the physical sci- 
ences during the nineteenth century. 
Idealism. had its origin in the critical 
work of Emanuel Kant, although he him- 
self never went as far as his disciples. In 
his “Critique of Pure Reason" he pointed 
out certain “* insuperable difficulties’ in 
the ordinary pursuit of knowledge. Time 
and space, he said, were not real things, 
but modes of thinking; we mever can 
know ourselves or the outer world di- 
rectly, but only through the senses. 

Bergson, so far-as he can be put in any 
school, would belong to the third, and he 
attacks the great difficulty of that school. 
He comes with an unusual equipment. 
Trained in the mathematical and physical 
sciences, he knows their accomplishments 
and limitations. 

He was, at the beginning of his career, 
a materialist. A devoted disciple of Her- 
bert Spencer, his aim was to develop and 
carry on the precepts of his master. 
Mathematical and ~ physical formulas, 
however, before long began to strike him

| horse, we cannot see it at all. 


This shows the limitations of the intelli- 
gence in its attempt to interpret matter, 
and what is true in regard to motion is 
true in regard to all our definitions.

Some years ago the. railroads were put 
to much frduble and loss by. the destruc; 
tive action of the rails’ upon the cross- 
ties. The rails would cut into the ties and. 
almost chop off their ends before the ties 
were otherwise mutch worn, 

Track masters said that the trouble 
was that the base of the rails was too 
narrow. On one of the English rail- 
;Wways rails with especially broad bases 
{were laid to prevent. this trouble, but; 
| with no success. Dr. Dudley, who had 
worked out the theory of rail action, pro- 
| posed an entirely different solution. Not 
broader rails, but higher and stiffer rails | 
was his remedy. The theory “was that’ 
the higher and stiffer rails would | dis- 
tribute ore evenly over the ties the) 
blows of passing trains. That proved to 
be the -correct. solution of the problem. 
It -:practically. ended the chopping of the} 
ties by the rails, 

One of the most recent of Dr, Dudley’s 
discoveries, and one that. is likely to have 
far-reaching effects, .rélates to the time 
factor in rail action.. There is an exact 
relation between the time required for 
the’ distribution throughout a rail of the 
strain caused. by the passage of a train 
and the.maximum load and speed that the 
rail. will sustain. Dr. Dudley has been 
able to ascertain just what this relation 
is. The practical application.of this 
theoretical knowledge promisés to result 
in the manufacture ‘of rails of a form 
and themical composition which . will 
make possible the safe operation of 
heavier and swifter trains. 

Dr, Dudley's study of the problem of 
the steei rail has extended over a period 
of more than thirty years. The ,preblem 
is one that is never finally solved. It 
may be colved for a time, but new con, 
ditions ‘are constantly arising ‘which 
create it'anew. But that séerhs to act 
only asa stimulus on Dr,. Dudley. Cer- 
tain it is that he -is- just as much ab- 
sorbed in‘ the: problem, just as enthusi- 
astic <in’ the: quest’ of «practical : achieve- 
ments in’ his work as ‘he was. when. he 
began. é :

The sixth volume of Lutostansky’s ‘‘The 
Taimud and the Jews" appeared recently 
and by way of preface it contains a num- 
ber of letters which show who are en- 
couraging, supporting, and distributing 
his publications. Among the letters con- 
gratulating Lutostansky upon his work 
against the Jews are some-by the Dow- 
ager Empress Maria Feodorovna, Grand 
Duke Michael Alexandrovich, Grand Duke 
Alexander Michaelovich, Gen. D. Gan, 
Gen. Trepov, the Ministries of War and 
of Education. 

Recently a Jetter from Lutostansky was 
published in the Russian press saying 
that the late Cza- Alexander III. had 
thanked him for his works on ritual mur- 
der’and presented him with a ring; that 
the Commanéer-in-Chief of the gen- 
darmes bad. distributed his book to ali 
his eubordinates, and closed the Moscow 
synagogue, for the reply of Rabbi Minor 
to his accusations. ‘The Jetter, not in- 
tended for publication, stated how he 
had published a book denying the ritual 
accusation, but having received no pecunt-; 
ary support from the Jews, he was obliged | 
to rétufn to his anti-Semitic pro; ‘ 

His sixth volume of “The Talmud” is 
devoted entirely to an attack upon the 
Jews, upon the progressive parties in 
Russia which side with the Jews, and 
upon the first Duma. 
‘Lutostansky declares that the mas- 
sacres of the Jews in Kishineff and Byali- 
stok were started by the Jews themselves 
and that the Jewish people were plan- 
ning to divide Russia among themselves. 

Speaking of the Talmud, and the Bible, 
Lutostansky says: 

“Byilt upon falsehood and contempt 
for work; filled with immoral and an- 
archistic tendencies; inimical to all ideals, 
and worshipping nothing but wealth, the 
Talmud is the offspring of the most con- 
temptible of all revolutions which -ever 
degraded mankind by its stupidity and 
ploodshed!. Insolence. and cunning, crafty 
casuistry, and soulless formality, com- 
bined with a deep revolutionary spirit 
and extreme ignorance—such were. the 
fundamental:traits of the Pharisees. Not 
stopping before any inventions of their 
imaginations,‘ falsifying customs, invent- 
ing legends, devising the most absurd 
methods of-interpreting the law accord- 
ing to their will, and for the purpose of 
attaining power, they have evolved the 
essence of unprincipled Judaism—the Tal- 
mud. Thus they have doomed the Jewish 
mind forever to fruitlessness, and «the 
Jewish soul to cruelty and egoism. 

“ We must ask the Jews all to go back 
to Palestine, but as they will not go of 
their free will, we must force them to 
do it, for their right place is-in their 
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Russia: “ Patience, you two!

Duma to eee to it that all the Jews living 
in Russia shall at once be recognized as 
foreigners, without any rights and priv- 
fleges allowed other foreigners. Such a 
measure, in connection with other restric- 
tive meastres, would surely hasten their 
removal to their own kingdom.” 

He then enumerates a series of restric- 
tions that should be introduced: 

“The Jews should not be admitted to 
the army, the pavy, neither as regulars 
nor as volunteers. 

“The Jews should not be permitted to 
practice ag military surgeons, as assistant 
surgeons, or as druggists. 

“Military service should be substituted 
by @ fine, and these fines should be peid 
by the entire Jewish population. 

“ The Pale of Settlement should be made 
narrower. All laws tending to widen the 
Pale of Settlement should be abolished. 
All privileges -granted to Jews because 
of their education or because of their oc- 
cupations’ should be withdrawn. No Jews 
should be permitted to live in seaports. 

“Jewish children should not be per- 
mitted to attend schools attended by 
Christian children... Jews should also be 
prohibited from establishing schools of 
their own. ‘ 

“Jews should be forbidden to teach in 
Government or private schools. 

“Jews should not be permitted to hold 
any Government or civil office. 

“Jews should not be permitted to get 
any concessions and should not be con- 
hected with any Govérnment contracts. 

“Jews should mot be employed on any 
steamship or railway in Russia. 

“Jews should not be permitted to vote, 
and under no.circumstances should they 
be permitted to serve in the Duma or 
the Council of the Empire. Nor should 
they be allowed to participate in the eléo- 
tions. 

“Jews should not be permitted to have 
drugstores of their own, to be druggists, 
or to work as clerks in such stores.

diet will fail. He will not eat the food 
which he has usually eaten eagerly; he 
will refuse even those small dainties of 
which he has been particularly fond. in 
times gone by. But he will tear up car- 
pets, rugs, bedding, and so on, and swal- 
low them. 

“It will be after this that the symptoms 
which have given birth to the idea that 
mad .dogs fear water will develop. He 
will not fear water; he will, on the other 
hand, be thirsty far beyond the ordinary, 
and show signs of it. -He will rush to 
water: when ‘it firs¥ is offered te him 
and attempt to drink, thrusting his: whole 
nose in eagerly. But by this.time the 
paralysis attendant on the ailment will 
have begun ‘upon the muscles: of ‘his 
throat.. “He will nuzzle and ‘slobber in 
the water, making desperate efforts to 
swallow. it,, but will be unable: to.do so, 
and he effort will result in pain. It 
May. be-that the signs of this exquisite 
agony. are: what have made*men . think 
mad dogs fear water, or it may have. been 
the fact that men. suffering: from -hydro- 
phobia actually do fear it. This seems 
to» have ‘been . established :as:a. fact; but 
it is, true’ of ‘men alone, -not' dogs.” Per- 
haps ‘the man's fear may ‘be due-to ‘his 
superior. ‘Intelligence—his ‘knowledge that 
the act of swallowing. will-give. him‘ pain, 


“The dog’s voice at this period” will 
change, becoming sharper,’ and ‘he will 
exude saliva freely—a stringy, ropy ex- 
udation which we’. know to'be the.carrier 
of the disease’s infection and, therefore, 
the substance which {s most to be avoid- 
ed by those who’ chance to come’in con- 
tact with mad dogs. 


“* Now.the paralysie in. the dog's suastlaa 
will begin to spread, and he will, perforce, 
lie @own and remain more or less quiet, 
while one muscle after another succumbs 
to. the, numbing progress: of the disease. 
The dog now can, of course, mo longer 
pursue anyone; only those who approach 
him are éndangered by. his’ trouble, and 
‘even these he will not be’ able to bite;

A 
person with ungloved hands should not 
run any (risks with it, Extretie caution 
should -be exercised in handling the poor 
animal."

“ The incubation period is: less definitely 
fixed than in some other germ diseases,” 
“Tt may extend from 
ten deys to four months, in dogs, but 
mianalix the disease develops faster.” 

“And are the symptoms in the human 
being similar?” 

; “Pain in the: wound 1s generally, not 


appetite, mability téo°swallow liquids, and 
later, inability to swallow anything.-Pain- 
ful spasms in the muscles of the throat 
become’so acute that.they bring on gen- 
eral convulsions and unconsciousness with 
lucid intervals. Then,come general muscu- 
lar tremors; th gradually increasing 
paralysis, slowly extending to the muscles 
of respiration andthe: heart. Total. par- 
alysis and death-follow in from two days 
to a weék of agony. Through it all there 
is generally the consciousness, the: firm 
conviction, of impending death.” 

“ How ‘fully “does the anti-rabic serum 
really protect?” 

“The death rate among those who have 
been treated-is about two-tenths of one 
per cent. Fifteen to twenty per cent. of 
those who have been bitten and are not 
treated die.” 

“If a dog bites me this evening, ex- 
actly what ought I to do?"’ 

“Catch the dog and isolate him. so that 
you may be-sure whether or.not he has 
hydrophobia. If it is:proved that he has 
not, thank your. lucky stars; If it is 
proved that he has, hurry ‘to some physi- 
clan .who knows what=-to do} dnd‘ have 
it done with speed.” 

“Should the wound be cauterized?.” 

“Opinions differ upon that. Cauteriza- 
tion will not, of cotirse,. do any’ harm, 
but we are. inclined, nowadays, to avoid 
it. We. are depending more and _more 
upon antiseptic: dressings.and a séneral 
disinfectant: treatment which' does not 
include cauterization.” 

“Is there such’a thing as immunity from 
rabies? I saw_a statement. redently ‘that 
an agent of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty’ to: Animals in this city 
had been bitten many, many, times by 
dogs thought to be rabid, that the: ens 
men who deal with captured’ dogs a 
cats will average about 1,500) bites’a pene 
from them, and that not one’ case of 
hydrophobia ever has déyeloped among 
‘these’ men, although -the work’ has. been 
in progress seventeen years.”

Slightly to the northwest can be seen 
Brooks's comet, so called because it was 
just discovered by Prof. Brooks of Gen- 
eva,..N.’ Y. The comet» has returned to 
our neighborhood for a brief visit, and, 
though. insignificant compared with Hal- 
ley’s comet of recent ‘fame, yet_it is in- 
teresting because it cam be seen with the 
unaided eye, and almost exactly overhead 
early in the evening. 

About 10:30 the ring-girdled planet Sat- 
urn may be seen rising above the north- 
eastern horizon,’ closely followed. by 
ruddy Mars, which. however, it surpasses 
in. brilliancy. Gradually Saturn rises 
higher and higher,.tilfby midnight it has 
usurped the centre of the celestial stage, 
and thé little comet is taking flight due 
west. The rings can be easily seen with a 
small three-inch teléscope, and enthu- 
siasts who bought telescopes at the time! 
Halley’s comet excited so much interest 
will do well ta. resurrect them, as Saturn 
is.a beautiful object to observe at” pres- 
ent, with its wide open rings and stately 
retinue of moons, ‘To the fortunate own- 
er of a small telescope Saturn is an. end- 
Jess source of delight, for it is unique | 
among thé heavenly bodies. 

In my father’s book entitled Other 


Prof,*Percival Lowell, Discoverer of the Canals on Mars. 


Worlds Than Ours,” he wrote: “I know 
nothing better calculated to. lead men to 
choose astronomy as their favorite sub- 
ject of study than the contemplation of 
the Saturnian system. I can well remém- 
ber the sensation with which I saw the 
ringed planet for the first time. I Jook 
on that view as my introduction to. the 
most fascinating of all the sciences.” In 
his book, “Half Hours with the Tele- 
scope,” he encourages the amateur to 
make a study of the planét, for even.a 
good two-inch telescope will do much In 
showing the rings and belts of Saturn: 

“ Seen in a larger telescope Saturn is an 
object of surpassing loveliness’: He must 
be an unimaginative man who can see 
Saturn for the first time in such a tele- 
scope without a feeling of awe and 
amazement. If there is any object in the 
heaveris—I except not even the sun—cal- 
culated to impress one with a sense of 
the wisdom and omnipotence of the Cre- 
ator it is this. ‘His fashioning hand’ is 
indeed visible throughout ‘space, but in

AS HEARTS BEAT 
IN FAR RHODESIA 


Cynthia Stockley's Comedies and 
Tragedies of Love in Way- 
ward South Africa 


YNTHIA STOCKLEY had the good 
fortune to win well-deserved suc- 
cess with her first novel of life 
in South Africa. While her 

“Poppy” offended some readers because 
of its uncompromising truthfulness to {ts 
setting, it found a great number of ardent 
admirers who HMked it because of that 
quality and because of its virility and 
its many attributes as a good, gripping 
story. Her second South African novel, 
“The Claw,” had the same/strong, vivid 
qualities, and because of them her new 
book, “ Virginia of the Rhodesians,’’* is 
likely to attract more readers than col- 
lections of short stories usually enjoy. 

It is rather a sequence than a collec- 
tion of stories, for the same characters 
are woven in and out of them, and all 
except the opening tale are told in the 
first pergon by the ‘Virginia of the 
title, whom residence in and love for 
South Africa have made wholeheartedly 
“of Rhodesia.” For the most part the 
touch is light and satirical and Vir- 
ginla skims gayly and mockingly over 
the deep and poignant things of human 
experience that are at the bottom of her 
tales, until they begin to touch her own 
life, Then it is only once in a while that 
she remembers to be scoffing and light- 
some, x 

Perhaps it is not quite the best art to 
tell such tales in the first person. Siren 
enchantments and successes have more of 
that gracious modesty, which is a most 
excellent titing in woman, when they are 
recounted by the impergonal method. 
Moréovér, there are people who cannot 
read Benvenuto Cellini nor Marie Bash- 
kirtseff without a giilty feeling that they 
reight Just 8s well be peeping throvgh a 
keyhole or ransacking a private drawer. 
And Virginia is quite frank in some of 
her digclosures of her own states of mind 
and willful deeds. But the audacity with 
which she does it harmonizes very well 
with the let-things-rip, laugh-and-be-mer- 
ry atmosphere with which she invests ber 
pictures of life on the veldt. 

These pictures have a curious similarity, 
in some ways, to novels of the social life 
of English civilians and army po2ple in 
India and to some that are beginning to 
be written about our own colonial pos- 
sessions. Usually they carry such con- 
viction of truth that they make one won- 
der if the good Lord meant the female sex 
tu be a part of the human race and in- 
cluded in the scheme of salvation, For

African women very well indeed, though 
One Goes grow a little tired of the per- 
tistence of the type.

T first blush many of our readers 
may be a little puzzled as to 
what any form of religious 

belief has to do with any branch 
of acience, or how a Catholic who is 
an anatomist should differ from 
one who is not, or an anatomist who is 
a Catholic from other anatomists. The 
mass of readers, particularly, perhaps, 
those interested in science do not hab- 
itually perceive any important relations 
between the study, if we may say 60, 
of natural and of supernatural phe- 
nomena, and the tendency to banish or 
ignore consideration of the latter is ap- 
parently gaining. 

Now to Dr. Thomas Dwight, Profes- 
sor of Anatomy at Harvard University, 
who is a scientist of acknowledged 
ability and authority, a highly valued 
instructor, and a devout Catholic, this 
tendency appears most unfortunate and 
mischievous. In a little volume of 250 
pages, entitled “Thoughts of a Catholic 
Anatomist,” (Longmans, Greén & Co.) 
he traces its origin and progréss, ex- 
amines some of its effects, and com- 
bats what he regards as the errors of 
those who have yielded to it. For those 
who have wilfully fostered ‘the ten- 
@ency and have made themselves the 
pronounced and aggressive foes of the 
Teligious idea in the realm of science, 
end practically in all the realm of 
thought he shows deep resentment, not 
untinged with ecorn. This feeling 
finds a quaint expression in his con- 
ception of the “parallelism between 
the lines of thought of the French 
Revolution, as well as the personnel of 
that movement on the one hand and 
those of modern science on the other.” 
Surely, it would have been more pru- 
dent as well as more fair to recall that

Norman - Douglas Professes Entire 
Faith in Them in His Charming Book. 


‘HE publishers of “Siren Land,” by 

Norman Douglas, (B. P, Dutton & 

Co., $2,) are to be commended for 

on to the American reader « 

book which might otherwise have re- 

mained a luxury for British consumption 

only. The American reader does not real- 

ize how many books which are moderately 

or more than derately sful in 

England remain unpublished In or unim- 
ported to this country. 

There are Obvious reasons for this 
Some books are popular there for purely 
local reasons; as some of ours are in this 
country. Others are of a flavor to please 
the British taste, but, as our publishers 
have painfully discovered, do not appeal 
to the American palate. This beok be- 
longs to an order rather common (none 
too common) in England, and rather un- 
common, (though by no means unknown,) 
in this country. It is a product of schol- 
arship and leisure, of the love of books 
and the love of life. It was not written 
to sell—at least, it was not manufactured 
becansé the author wished to write some- 
thing to sell. It is the outcome of a long 
and pleasant experience which the writer 
has efjoyed for its own sake. Mr. Doug- 
las, tt is clear, aid not go to “ Siren- 
Land” in pursuit of “ copy,” nor did he 
Driger there because he had happened to 
stumble upon that commodity. He writes, 
tm short, like that “gentleman and 
scholar” of tradition, whom we must ad- 
mit to be less commonly found among us 
of the hustling West than in England or 
on the Continent. 

“giren Land” means, of course, the 
isles of the Mediterranéan and the ad- 
jacent mainland, more particularly the 
neighborhood of Sorrento and Capri. This 
is a neighborhood much Baedekered and 
Cooked in recent years, but Mr. Douglas 
speaks not the language of the tourist. 
The earlier chapters—the first is an amus- 
ing dissertation on sirens, in whom the 
author professes entire belief—display the 
scholar. The writer knows all that has 
deen said about his beloved islands from 
the earliest times to the latest, But the 
sctiolar ‘is too well-bred to make Bis 
scholarship tedious, and never makes the 
mistake of taking the thing itself too 
seriously. He has too much humor for 
that. In the chapter on Tiberius he under- 
takes, to be sure, a bit of special plead- 








ing, and makes out @ very favorable pict- 
ure of that much-malignead monarch. 
Tacitus. was chiefly responsible for the 
popular impression of*Tiberius as a mons- 
ter. Mr. Douglas shows him to have 
been a wise and moderate man, a person 
of merciful bent, and of pure life. Yet 
he was fabled to have retired to Capri, 
at the age of 70, after an exemplary life 
for the purpose of giving up his remain- 
ing years to unnatural lusts and unpar- 
of

CARING FOR THE FEET 


se 





NLESS one has been a working wo- 
man-‘and sweltered in town during 
months when-.-heels stick in the 

asphalt and brains refuse to register one 

knows nothing of discomfort and the ills 
that flesh is heir to—not the least of these 
being feet. 

One is constantly being told how to 
care for the hands, the hair, the com- 
plexion, all the things that. make for 
beauty in women, but we are seldom told 
how to carefor such an unromantic thing 
as the foot. Yet in these prosaic appen- 
dages lies the greatest discomfort that 
the avorage busy woman knows. 

If she sits at a desk all day her feet 
swell; if she stands all day her feet swell; 
if she walks much in order to get to her 
place of business, or with the nobler 
object of reducing, her feet blister. Take 
them when and where you will feet are 
the working woman’s greatest source of 
discomfort, irrespective of youth or age, 
flesh or thinness. 

The average working woman neglects 
her feet. She buys ill-fitting shoes, which 
become hothouses for corns, biisters, and 
buniona, which breed on narrow lasts and 
loose heels, and finally she gets her feet 
in @ condition that no one but a surgical 


Nehiropodist can remedy. 


Cheap shoes are undoubtedly the worst 


sort of economy for a working. woman, 
besides being full of discomfort and often 
acute suffering. 

‘With the use of some good foot powder 
or talcum, and frequent bathing in either 
not or cold water, one can keep the feet 
fairly comfortable during the hot Sum- 
mer months, and if one will never wear 
a pair of stockings twice without rinsing 
them between times the feet are better 
during the day. 

The modern pump, which is so fashion- 
able, will put the feet in bad condition 
more quickly than any other type of 
shoe, and it is responsible for the blis- 
ters that make life unbearable for the: 
woman who cannot rest her feet. 

A blistered heel carries with it acute 
suffering and some danger, for it is an 
easy matter for a heel to become infected 
from the dye of the stocking. A little 
dioxygen applied and covered with’ aatt- 
septig gauze, held in place: by adhesive 
plaster, brings great relief. 

The most comfortable shoe for hot 
weather is a white canvas oxford with 
moderately low heel. It should be adopt- 
ed by every woman who works during 
the hot months, no matter what her aga 
They are cool enough to prevent over- 
heating and pliable enough not to: rub 
the foot. 
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PRESSING OUT LACE 
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method of pressing real laces {s 
practiced by a  Frenchwoman, 
who always does up her valuable 
cotiection af old laces. The rolled lace 
is wound round a good-sized bottle which 
is then covered with white muslin, care- 
fully tacked on. Put the bottle in 4 ket- 
tle filled with cold water,.in which a good 
sized yhece of white soap is dissolved, 
and boll for an hour. Pour off the soiled 
water and add fresh until the water is 
clear. 

Remove the bottle and rinse repeatedly 
through cold water. Take off the muslin 
and let the lace dry on the bottle. If 
the atiffness,is out the lace is dipped in 
a little skim milk. It is then put in & 
damp cloth until ready to pin out 

The pinning-out process is most impor- 
tant. A wooden drum 12 inches high and 
24 inches in diameter is covered with cot- 
ton wadding and white muslin on the 
circumference of the wood, and the 
cylinder has blue paper put over it, as 
Jess trying to the eyes than white. 

Take out just enough lace from the 
cloth to pin it before drying entirely. 
Pin the heading of lace first in @ straight 
edge, setting the pins. closely and at 
equal distances..

Nests of the Jungle Fowl. 


W.- M:-—Not “long since I read a state- 
ment made by an Wnglish: naturalist in 
which he said that cértain kinds of birds 
in some. part of the world—just ‘where, I 
have: forgotten—make their nests by con- * 
structing huge mounds, on the top of which 
they Jay their eggs and hatch their young. 
At the time I gave it tittle tho t, Dut 
now it happens that I want‘to get the facts 
about these wonderful sg int connection 
with .some’ work ertaken. Can 
THE what kind of birds » 
build such nests and where they are to be 
found? 


The jungle fowl of Australia is.the bird 
that builds. the largest and most sub- 
stantial of all nests. It seeks out a 
secluded spot and then begins the work 
that will keep it busy for a stretch of 
weeks, according to naturalists who have 
studied the bird life of Australia. It 
gaihers leaves, grass, twigs, and dozens 
of other materials, weaving them together 
so skillfully as to construct a mound that 
is qualified to withstand any stress of 
weather. 

The bird tolls away until its mound is 
about fifteen feet high, the circumfer- 
ence at the base being often 150 fe&t. At 
the apex the nest is.made, and from this 
perch the bird is able to see the eopemeey 
of any one of its jungle foes in time to 
take defensive measures. 

The bush turkey of Australia also adopts 
similar methods in building its nest, af 
though the foundation is not so.large. In- 
stead of making a. moundlike: base, the 
turkey constructs one in the shape of a
